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PREFATORY  NOTE 


7T  was  during  the  year  igo2  that  1 arrived  in  Florence  to  complete  at  the 
Institute  of  Fine  Arts  the  studies  which  I had  begun  in  Rome.  A keen 
admirer  and  lover  of  Tuscan  antiquities,  1 commenced  collecting  and,  bit 
by  bit,  surmounting  innumerable  difficulties  and  by  much  self-sacrifice,  I 
was  able  to  assemble  a worthy  collection. 

Prior  to  sending  the  present  consignment  to  New  York,  much  thought 
was  given  to  it  and  whatever  did  not  appear  to  be  absolutely  meritorious 
was  discarded;  I can  consequently  guarantee  that  every  antique  object  set 
forth  in  the  present  catalogue  is  in  the  fullest  degree  authentic. 

With  regard  to  the  paintings,  I have  always  held  in  the  highest  con- 
sideration the  opinions  of  eminent  art  critics  of  the  day,  both  Italian  and 
foreign;  for  this  reason  the  attributions  given  may  be  taken  as  having  been 
deeply  pondered,  and  while  it  is  of  course  impossible  to  indicate  with  absolute 
certainty  the  authors  of  many  of  these  early  works,  I guarantee  willingly  their 
quality  and  condition.  This  remark  applies  also  to  the  sculptures  and  other 
works  of  art.  The  textiles  embody  many  rare  examples  of  Gothic  velvets, 
brocatelles  and  brocades,  the  majority  exhibiting  an  artistic  quality  of  the  first 
order.  The  furniture  has  been  minutely  described,  even  to  the  slightest  of 
restorations;  while  the  majolica  collection  was  considered  for  many  years  to  be 
amongst  the  finest  private  collections  in  Europe.

FOREWORD 


The  collection  of  Professor  de  Clemente  is  especially  notable  for  the 
remarkable  group  of  early  majolica,  the  finest  to  be  offered  in  America 
since  the  dispersal  of  the  Chiesa  collection.  The  ‘Gothic’  wares  of 
fifteenth  century  Florence  and  Siena  are  well  represented  by  the  archaistic 
wine  jugs  and  albarelli  with  animal  and  floral  decorations  recalling  the  mille- 
fleurs  tapestries,  in  green,  blue,  and  manganese  violet.  The  classic  period  of 
the  art,  however,  is  the  sixteenth  century;  of  this  epoch  the  collection  possesses 
a superb  group  of  finely  painted  Urbino  plates,  including  the  productions  of 
the  masters  Fra  Xanto  and  Orazio  Fontana;  the  magnificent  lustre  ware  of 
Gubbio,  brought  to  its  perfection  by  Maestro  Giorgio,  and  of  Deruta  with 
its  beautiful  harmonies  of  cobalt  blue  and  yellow.  The  flourishing  ateliers 
of  Faenza,  Cafaggiolo,  Pesaro,  and  Castel  Durante  contribute  more  than  one 
hundred  pieces. 

The  group  of  fabrics  is  characterized  by  a welcome  predominance  of 
early  velvets,  including  the  rich  ruby  hangings  of  Genoa  of  the  fifteenth  and 
sixteenth  centuries,  Venetian  drap  d’or  Gothic  velvets  with  cut  and  boucle 
designs  and  the  sixteenth  century  cut  velvets  of  Florence,  with  the  small 
allover  patterns  affected  by  the  elegance  of  the  period.  To  be  noted  further 
are  brocades.  Gothic  brocatelles,  and  three  exquisite  lace  flounces  worked  in 
point  de  Venise  and  point  de  Milan. 

The  paintings  will  be  offered  in  the  first  and  third  sessions  of  the  sale 
and  contain  an  interesting  collection  of  primitive  and  Renaissance  works. 
The  earliest  in  chronological  order  are  the  two  important  altar  panels  St.  John 
and  The  Virgin,  by  Pietro  Cavallini,  the  Roman  master  of  the  thirteenth 
century  proto-Renaissance,  in  which  the  emancipation  from  the  shackles  of 
Byzantine  tradition  is  strikingly  seen;  these  have  been  published  with  favor- 
able notice  by  Dr.  Osvald  Siren.  Of  the  fourteenth  century  we  may  record 
a Coronation  of  the  Virgin,  by  Simone  da  Bologna,  from  the  collection  of 
H.R.H.  the  Count  of  Turin,  a Virgin  and  Child,  by  Gerardo  Stamina,  a 
Virgin  and  Child  with  Saints,  by  Mariotto  di  Nardo,  and  an  important 
triptych  by  a master  close  to  Bernardo  Daddi,  in  the  Giottesque  tradition. 
Three  important  works  of  the  fifteenth  century  may  be  made  the  basis  of 
interesting  comparisons:  the  first,  the  large  altarpiece  Christ  and  St.  Thomas 


with  Saints,  by  the  Florentine  Neri  di  Bicci,  the  second  a Virgin  and  Child, 
by  Cristoforo  da  Bologna,  signed  and  dated  1467,  and  the  third  a.  St.  Mark, 
by  the  rare  master  Giovanni  Antonio  da  Pesaro,  also  signed  and  dated,  and 
exhibiting  the  influence  of  Gentile  da  Fabriano,  the  link  between  the  Umbrian 
and  Venetian  schools.  This  last  painting  is  referred  to  in  Dr.  van  Marie’s 
compendious  history  of  Italian  painting. 

The  furniture  comprises  chairs,  tables,  credence,  cassoni,  and  cabinets, 
from  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  century  Tuscany  and  Umbria,  and  ranging  from 
the  certosina  inlaid  furniture  of  the  early  Renaissance  to  a walnut  cabinet 
with  the  arms  of  Pope  Urban  VIII.  As  a whole,  it  is  remarkable  for  its 
preservation,  and  exhibits  throughout  the  hall  marks  of  a perfect  authenticity. 

The  plastic  works  of  the  collection  include  a number  of  bronze  plaquettes, 
medals,  and  small  sculptures,  carvings  in  marble,  and  polychromed  stucco 
and  terra  cotta  reliefs  of  the  schools  of  Mina  da  Fiesole,  Jacopo  della  Quercia, 
Luca  della  Robbia,  and  other  masters  of  the  period.  We  shall  here  mention 
only  the  important  polychromed  stanniferous  enamel  tympanum  depicting 
San  Donato,  by  Giovanni  della  Robbia  himself,  with  a wealth  of  gorgeous 
coloring  and  in  exceptional  preservation.
